o. The funds at the close of the year amounted to Hs. 60380-1-5 
which now represent in one figure the full amount of tlie invested capital 
of the Museum Fund. This apparent large swelling is due to the full te* 
payment of the Wadhawan loan which was paid in full before its time on 
Blet January 1518. Rs. 38000/— out of the same are invested in G, P, 
Notes carrying 3^ P, C. interest. We have War Bonds of the face valne 
of Rs. 4000/— and Treasury Bills of the face value of Rs, 15000/— and 
War Loan of tbe face value of Rs. 3200/—, The rest of the amount is 
represented by Rs. 280-4-10 with Post Office Savings Bank, Rs. 644-4-11 
with the Bank of Bombay and Rs. 5-7-8 our cash ou band on the 31st

7. The Curator Is reqnired to deliver 3 addresses under rule 26 E 
of the rules of the Mnseum hut then it has been found from eipeneuce 
that tbe public addresses delivered do not become sufficiently attractive 
and BO the practice has grown up to aak the Curator to prepare two or 
more monographa on subjects connected with archaeology or antiqnitica and 
you all are aware how interesting and iostructivo essays have been contri¬ 
buted by the Curator in the past. 

8, In the course of tbe present year tho Curator has been able to 
prepare four articles on the various subjects connected with archaeology.

The various publications of tbo archaeological departmeni however 
valuable io tbemselves^s relics of eotiquity have no attraction for ordinary 
readers. The same is the case with the publicationa of the Wataon Museum. 
The publications therefore if made under tbe auspiciea of the institution do 
not pay and so since I have been in charge as Secretary I have originated 
tbe practicfl of taking the proprietors of vernacular newspapers aod magazins 
into my confidence and have induced them to publish these useful mono¬ 
graphs in their annual isnea which prove very attractive. This saves m 
all the tronbla and tbe espense and still it serves our purpose of having a 
sufficiently large number of copies for distribution in lieu of our autborabi}) 
of those articles which add to the UBefalncse and the value of the several 
numbers of thc^ magezlns and papers. This year the article of Eahatrapa 
princes under this arrangement is already in the lianda of the Gujarati 
press and 1 am moving at an early date the Editor of tbe Indian Anti¬ 
quary for publishing the articles and dissertations on Quin inscription

9, The Curator had a sufficiently long programme of his tour bub 
he has not been ablo to carry out the whole programme becauae of ilia wide 
spread epidemic of plague in the interior* He however promises to m-iko u[i 
for the past yeaPa loss of work by going into the district m soon as ho 
thinks the tonring season conipasnces in the Now \ear. 

NUMISAfATlCS. 

10* Tha Museum waa very lucky in liavitig in the present year a 
now find of two heavy lots of Stiver Coins from North in Daaada and from 
the East in Babra. Both sets of Coins have been found bo he of very 
great historical value. The Coins from Babra in all 6i throw a flood of 
light on the Gujarat Sultans from Higei year BH to OU corresponding to 
1490 to 1535 a. d. 

U, The coins from Daaada similarly throw an impottaob light on 
the history of the Moguls from the Higri year 1040 to 1133 corres¬ 
ponding bo 1630 to 1730 i. d. The special feature of these coins is that 
they aro the coins of tbe succBSsive years of tbe period covered by the 
whole lob and that almost every one of them has a regnal year of the 
relgniog emp^for* 

12. Tim Curator has deciphered all these coins and I have been able 
to induce the authorities of the Talukas in handing over these lota to this 
Museum. I nmy mention that the Museum is much *indebted to the efforts 
of Mr, W. P- Cowie in Jhalawad and Colonel J. R. B. Carter in Gohilwad 
for getting to the Museum these valuable coins, 

EPIGRAPHY. 

13. The Administrator PaHtana State also sent one full Copperplate 
and another half Copperplate. The deciphering work haa been done by the 
Curator who tells me that the said plates refer to the year 207 Gupta 
Samvat ( 535 JU n. 1 have moved the Administrator Palitaoa State to 
hand the said plates over to the Watson Museum but it appears that he 
ia in oorreapondence with the Superintendent of the Archaeological Survey 
Western Circle. Until I hear tioally on the poiub I do not want to raise 
the point of the desired transfer of the Kathiawar Autiquities to the Prince 
of Wales Museum at Bcmbay.

15. The notes of tbo Curator on the several places that he visited 
are interesting and they throw a good light on the accbaeological aspects 
of amall temples that ho visited ab the variotia placea. I am not prepared 
to accept at its full value tha opinToo of tbo Curator with regard to the 
inscription on the temple of Eancbhodaji in Dahisara. I am asking the 
Curator again to make further references in the Jamnagar Records and to 
make sure who this Jam Shri Raranji mentiooed iu the temple at Dabisara 
was, A Sati Memorial stone in itself of no very great value gives us real 
history of Rao Sbri Rhojaraiji ( the successor of Eao Shri Bharamelajt of 
of Cutch ). The iasoription has bean copied out aud is therefore now 
available as a piece of literature on history. 

IG. We have during tho course of the year added to the Ubrary of 
the Museum the rare Volume II of the Archaeological Survey of 
Western India Kathiawar and Cutch by Dr, J. Borgess and have further 
added to our stock of coins those which came to ua from B^bra. 

17. Before closing my reporb I would request tbo Committee to 
eipress their very best thanks to the Auditors Aziim L, K, Baxi and Azsm 
G. C. Patwari Wadhwau and Thaua Davti State Vakils : respectively who 
audited the accounts for the year 1G17-1918.

general remarks. 

L rOt7/iS.—Duriog tlio year under reporh I nraa in the dta- 
trict far oaa month and 24 days, I visRod 77 diSersot places in Kathia- 
war and bravellod S12 miles over and above Uia journey to and from 
Junagidh wliene I had been by the Rulway train. 

In the hot season 1 was at Jauagadh and Gtrnar for about a fort' 
night and oopiad and compared 77 inscriptions in the various Jaia temples 
ou the hills. After the monsoon was over I proceeded and inspected in 
about a montb'a time aoverat places round about Sforvij Malia and Am- 
ran. In that trip I copied and compared abaat 15 inscriptions out of 
'which 6 havo bean noticed for tbe Srsb time. 

After the Jannary meeting was over I started onco again with tlio 
idea of visiting several places of historical importanco north and we^t of 
the Bnrda Hills. I reached as far as K ala rad where I was informed by 
tho local officers that travelling in accordance with my pcogcauame was 
unsafe, for the time being, dne to plague and wild beasts. I had thus to 
abandoa my progmmme and return to the headquarters. The detailed 
diary of these tours ia given at the end as Appeodix B. 

II, Pf/BL/C'^Z’/OiVS.—At last the article on **tUo Kahatrapa princes 
Bud their coins and ineociptions ^ has been handed \>ver to the manager of 
tho Gujarati press for publication on very favourable terms. Articles on the 
(i) Gala insctiption dated UD3 (Vikrama Samvat), (iij New Vellabhi cop¬ 
per plates dated 207 ( GopU Ramvat) and (in ) Urn Duiiaa of Meha 
Jothawa ura almost ready for publioation and it fe hoped that they will 
be published either in the Indian Antiquary or in some such journal], and 
that the copies of the same will be distributed to the subscribers to the 
Watson Memorial Fund, free of charge along with the annual report.

NOTES OS PLACES VISITED DOR!NO THE YEAR. 

1 , GIR^AE HILLS. —In til C 6 inacrlptlotis have been nnpled and 
inclnded )n the whieh bae been publiah^ in 1910, During my stay on 
the hills this year 1 oopiad 45 more inscriptioDs from the Ttriotis Jain 
temples. This is however not an eshauittiTe coUection and I have a mind 
therefore to visit these biils nest year when I hope I will have a com* 
plete and exhaustive collection of almost all the important inacrlptiona on 
the various hills of Girnar. 

Enough has been written as regarii:^ the architeutural and structural 
beauties of the temples themselves nnd I think 1 have nutlung further to 
aoy about them. My notes and observations however on the important 
inscriptions 1 reRerve for the nest year when I liopo to have 6 uished my 
work on the hills once fur all. 

3, DHUA.-^Thh ia a email village under Vaukaner Biiayats and tt 
ia only at the dLstance of 8 miles from Vankauer, There ts a pretty old 
temple in the centre of the village which Beams to be ongmatly a Sfaaiva 
temple. It is very likely that when the dome of the Sabhamnudapa collaps* 
ed it was roofed over in the usual style with two slopes on the two 0 []> 
posits sides and tbs shrine was provided with a raised platform for the 
images of Kam and Ijaxman. The Rupamacdapa has two niches opposite 
each other and one of them has in it the broken image of Ganesba. Out 
of the two stone elephants that were outside the temple one measuring 
is still there. There are 0 small niches on the three outer 
sides ot the shrine. The one facing north has in It the figure of Mabisha 
Mardini while that facing west has the figures of Shiva and Parvati seated 
on a Nandi. The figure in the aouthern one if mutilated yet it eeems to be 
that of Kartikswaiui. In the dome over the shrine there are four win* 
dows with the figures of tigers over them. The temple as it stood before 
seems to have been constructed towards the end of tho 15th century. 

The local tradition attributes the couutructiou of the temple to a 
Nandwau^ Brahmin, though there is nothing by way of epigraplibsl evt* 
denee to support the same. It is popularly believed that the original idol 
disappeared itself here and manifested itself next morning in one of tho 
temples at Pltudi ( Viigpiir ) under Moivi,

3. MATBAK.--T\i is is a village under Charadaw Matial of the 

Dhrangadhra State and it la at tha diatanoa of 7 mites from Charadawa

Ofltside the village near the burning ground there is a Chhatri adiich has 
in it the meraorial atone of Sati Vahalbai, It is dated Vjkrama Samvat 
1677 Saka 1542 Posh Vadi 7 Thursday and it tueationa the death of 
PrinDe Bhojar^a the son of Maharana C hand rase nji and hia wife Bhaga* 
tanbai of the Parmar family. Soon after VahaSbal the daughter of 
Cfasvada Ratanji and Kanakbai became eati and asoended the funeral pile 
along with her husband. At first sight the word “ Maharana made me to 
believe that this Chandraaenji ought to be one of the ruling chiefs on the 
Dhrangadbra throne. On looking up the Getieologtcal tree however I find 
none at that date and it follows that Qhandrasenji mentioned in ibia io* 
Hoription must be some member of the Branch Hue and that the title of 
Maharana ought to have beau prefixed to this name simply out of local 
respect. 

There is another such sati memorial stone on the other side of the 
trunk road to Charadava and at the distance only of 3 ft. from it It is 
dated V, S, 1S65 Ashadh Sud 11 and it records the death of tha wife of 
Par mar Jasii. 

4. DAHISAKA ( (treat } —This is a small vilEaga under Morvi and 

it is only 3 milaa from Vavania, In the midst of the village there is a 
temple which is popularly known as Dhingedmatlft'S temple. It measuros 
IO-IO'kIS- 11" and its height is at preseut. 

The construction of the temple is rather unique and thus it is inters 
csting both to the atudents of history and architecture. The roofing of the 
BabUamandipa is in the form of 3 hemispherical domes, 4 in the four 
corners and one in the centre which is larger than tha rest. The corner 
ones ara each 16-9’’ in circntoference while the central one is 21’-11”. 
All these five are supported by 1C equidistant pillars. The lower helves 
of these pillars are square while the upper halves are octagonal in shape. 
They ore almost rough and without any carving or ornamentatiana over 
them. The capitals of these pillars ars also square blocks with tha lower 
edges slightly sloping downwards. The shrine alsj is covered over by a 
similar dome. In this dome there ere niches on alt the three aides and on 
the front there is a smalt window which is a sort of entrance to the gtb 
Icry which runs round the dome on the inside. 

On the lintel of the shrine there is an inscription ( No. 37 Append* 
is C ) dated V, S, 1622 Saks 1488. Though the lower portion is more 
or less obliterated wa can gather the sense, as given below, from what 
can be reud at preeeut. 
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“In Dfthisata the temple of RanobLodji Vss‘, erected by,.„„-„ 
( some rolativo of) Jam Shri Karatiji living in DabUirn/' 

The latural queatiora arlaea sa to tbe identity of Jam Sbri KaranjL 
There la one Keranji in the branch line of the Jara family bub the dato 
does not correspond. It follows tbcafore that Ihla Karanjt also must bs 
some petty Bbayat ot Giraslo residing in Dabiaara, Tha words* 
**^^0 ^5^1 itrMt strong]y aupporta this view. 

more aptly refers to this ^R^PIT than to any other individual who might 
bo presumed to he the person who caased this temple to be erected* 
( though his name is lost in the body of the inscription itself). This is another 
instance of the kind and they teach na tiiat simply becauae of the pre¬ 
sence of the words Maharana and Jam Sbri preSxed to tbo oamsa of 
certain persons, it is not conclusively proved that they belong to the main 
line of the rulers of that family. 

A iftti memorial etotia on a high platform oubaide tho northern gate 
is dated 16S5 V. S- 1544 Saks Kartik Sadi.„».„Jn tbs last line hut ono 
Maha Rao Shri Bbojarajsjt of Bhuj is desbribed as ruling at the lime. 
Now this Bhojaraiji succeeded Bharmalji who died V. S. TC88 Kartik 
Sndi 3, This inscription therefore exactly corroborates the date of acces¬ 
sion of Bhojarajaji, 

There are two more memotla] etonea one near tho step well of ,Jag- 
natb dated 1GS7 V. S. and the other in a broken Cbhstri near Blioja 
welt dated V.S. 1690 Saka 1554 Chaitra Sudl I. The lower portions 
however are obliterated and hence they are lacking in useful historical in¬ 
formation. 

5. (?ZfJ.Vmd.^This is a pretty big village under Morvi almost 
at its nortbeastera boundary. Here there is the temple of Ghantesbwar in 
tho midst of the village. It is at a very lower level than the average 
level of the village itself and from what remains of tho original structure 
it might safely be inferred that it ought to have been erected towards the 
end of the 14 th or the beginning of the 15th century. Uofottunately for 
us however the inside of this temple has been beautifully repaired with 
coloured bricks and plaster and the high hopes of coming across 
some inscription in the trrople felt to the ground. 

On the southeast of tb© village and only a few yards from it them 
ia a temple of Jadeehwac coustruoted in V. S. 1875. Tliere is one novel 
feature in tbo construction of this temple which is noteworthy. On the 
lliree sides there are smalt niches and they contain the images of Varuna 
Kuber and Dharma Raja, At the base of the Vanma image at tho back 
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the dato of the constmction of iho terapla and the oamea of Thafeor JUji 
and the miaiater Kanji are giTen. 

On the south of the village there is an old temple of Hantiman and 
ic its ooartjard there are several toemonsl atonea. One of these dated 
16?4 Aahwin sadi 15 Saturday^ bears the name of this village. 

^ 6, AfHi4iSr/7j4fi£C///.—According to the old list there was an 

inaoriptiOQ dated II. !5. 904 in a step well somewhere in the village. On 
inquiry I was told that there waa not a single step well in Eh-ikharechi 
at that time, and so 1 could not lay my hands on that inscription. 

One sati tnemorial stone lying in the courtyard of Sandiii Jiwa 
Mamad was sbown to me. It ie dated V. S. 1668 Saka 1523 Margashiraha 
Tadi 12 Friday hut the lower portion being obliterated it was not worth 
the trouble of taking the impression. One other memorial atone dated 1739 
was ahown by Bhat Harjia’an Virjt and its impreBsions were taken. It 
has nothing in it of special historical importauce, 

7, Out of the 7 inscriptions originally enlisted only 4 

were tbuud in tact, Ati inquiry was made for the cetaaining three but they 
could not be found at the sites iudicated. 

The Durbar Sabeb takas a keen intereat in the collaotion of things 
both rare and antique and out of that coUeotlon fie was pleased to present to 
this Musauni an important coin of Kshatrapu Prince Yashodaman II son 
of Kudrasinba 11 dated 245, Ha desired me particularly to visit the 
two neighbouring villages Vadharva and Virvadarkun. At both these vil¬ 
lages there are several memorial stones out of which only one at Virvadar- 
kun was of special intOlrest It is a aati memorial stone dated 1623 Chaitra 
Sudi 12. Ib is iu the form of a Kavita aud recorda the death of Sati Sar- 
vabal mother of Cboda. 

6. AJffl-'lA’’.—In the Oarbargadb there is a sorb of cellar under the 
castle wall and in it there is an important inscription dated V, S, 1333 
Jyeshta Sudi 5 Sunday. It records the grant in Amraii of a garden near 
the river Dadhimati for the worship of Sutnati Swami by...son of 
Hauak Uhojadera who was like a swan in the take in the form of Cmpot- 
kat ( Giiavada ) family. At that time Shripalha was appointed aa the go- 
vemor of Saurustra by Maharajadhiraj Shri Sarangadeva the predecessor 
of the famous Vaghela Priuce Karaudeva popularly known as Karanghelo. 

The castle wall is slowly crumbling down and when I went there in 
December last the mouth of the cellar was almost blocked with the a tones 
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that had fallen from the wall aboTe. It is highly doairable th&f) this im- 
porUat iDsc iption atona should ba taken out of this dangerous situatiou 
and transferred to this muaeum for its faturo preservation, 

9, MORVI, _At the Boroing ghat which Is to the north of the 

city ihera are sevarsl momorial atones of the metnborB of the ruUog 
fnijily, Enilio-it to point of date is that of Prinoo Aliaji son of Kayoji. It ‘ 
U dnted 17 J7 MargashirsU Sudi H Friday and records the completion of n 
clnp l orer the uem^rial atona This Aliaji was troaeherondy killed by 
Haluji of t'l.dadhari on his way back from Jamnagar. 

Several such memorial stones of the ISth and 14th century were 
seen l)ing loose to the east of the river Macbchhu. This is believed to be 
the anoieot site of H wdhwsjpuri which was the capital before the eiist- 
ence of the present Morvii

well preserved. They record the grant made by Dhrurasena I. to atidhava 
a Brahmin of Shauekasha Gotra, of 160 padavarta of land in the nor- 
them ontskirt of the village of Jyeshtbanak in the lubiistrlct Makthaearak 
in the district called Hastavapra. 

The third one is only the first half of another pah of copper plates. 
Fortunately however we get all the neoesaaty information about the grant 
eioept of course the data which is generally given at the end. It records 
the grant made by DbruvaMua I, to Shantivarman a Brabmiu of SUune- 
kesa Gotra residing ia Negar, of 100 pndavartos of iaud in the south 
wuteru district cf the village of Bhadrenika in Saurastra.

The pUgne nod indaenza in 
Rajkot interfered with the aotivitiea of the ioatitation and latterly 1 hare 
been handicapped hy the sudden transfer of the Curator as Aaaiatant 
Curator, Prince cf Wales Museum, Bombay. 

8. Coming now to the arrangement made with the proprietora 

and pobiiahers of several magazines and partodioals to find a place for the 
Mnseum addresses, I have the pleasora to tell you that the article on the 
Gila imcription of V. S. 1193 is being pnbliahsd aa a oontribution from 
the MuBQom in the ne:rt isaue of the Journal of the Bombay Branch of 
the Royal Asiatio Society. As for the publication of the article on the 
Kahatrapa prico^e tbe Gujrati press has again been requested to put Ills 
article in the Hrsb annual number available. The annotations and uom< 
mentary on the Dnbae {short poe ms ) of Me ha Jetbawa and the diassr* 
tatioDS on the three new Valabbi copperplates of the Gnpta Sam vat S07 
(525 D.) remain yet incomplete. 

9. The reason, why 1 have to rely upon the proprietors and pub^ 
lishers of the periodicals and magazines, has been explained at sntH* 
ciently great length in para 8 of my la^b year's report and so 1 Euve 
nothing to add to my remarks then made.

10. The Curator unfoitunately bat not been able bo carry out bis 
programmes of tone for the last three years and when I at the com* 
mencement cf the season this year, put him on, to his tour, his sudden 
transfer has stood in tlie way of the ioetitation. He was out only for 
13 days when the transfer came and so no good could come out of the 
short ristts to Vanthali, Junagadh and Sbahpur*
